GUILDHALL 


HE environs of Guildhall have been consecrated to civic government 
for more than a thousand years. The foundation of the present Hall, 
as scen in the crypt, was commenced about the year 1411, and the Great 
Hall itself was completed by 1440. 
Two major conflagrations have devastated large arcas of the City, in 1666 and 
in 1940, but the crypt, porch and mediaeval walls of Guildhall emerged from 
the fames on both occasions without irreparable damage. The roof has twice 
collapsed, a mass of burning timber, on the floor bencath. 


The hammerbeam roof with dormer windows destroyed in 1940 has been 
replaced by a stonc-arched roof and clercstory windows to the design of Sir 
Giles Scott. The new glazing incorporates the names of all the Mayors of the 
City, the arms of the Livery Companies form a high colourful frieze, and the 
banners of the twelve principal Companies hang at cornice level. The giants 
Gog and Magog, the gallerics and panelling have been renewed and the 
monuments repaired. The restoration was completed in October, 1954. The 
Common Council, as a result of the destruction of its own Chamber, now 
deliberates in Guildhall, the original mecting place of the carly administrative 
assemblies of citizens in their Great Congregations of the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries. Here, cach year, the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs are 
elected by the Liverymen mecting in Common Hall. 


Guildhall witnesses more than prosaic mectings and ceremonial elections. 
Stirring scenes are enacted within its walls when national and international 
leaders, heroes and patriots, are honoured and when London, proudly 
representing the whole British People, thanks in its own expressive way 
those who serve their Country well.
